The Robber Ran 
the Engine Alone. 

The bandit is evidently a railway engi- 
neer, or at least familiar with the running 
of a locomotive, for he ran the engine into 
the city, opening the mail pouches and 
rifling the letters as he went. When he had 
approached Carroliton avenue he stopped 
the engine, leaped to the ground and disap- 
peared in the darkness 

it was not until the passengers on the 
train heard the explosion of the dynamite 
that they could realize what had happened. 
The terrified baggage master and brakeman 
had gone through the train, saying tha: 
the train had been heid up, but, with the 
suburban lights twinkling about them and 
almost at their journey'’s end, the passen 
gers had been unable to realize the truth.

Miss Pauline Feste, a pretty, blonde-

Grand Union Hotel, New York Cily, 
‘hursday night with a bullet wound over 
heart and a revolver near her feet. 

Three letters, written shortly before her 
death, may explain the motive for the 
iraglce act, but under the laws of New York 
State they can not be opened by the police 
if the people to whom they are addressed 
are heard from. These people are her sis- 
ter Mrs. Guaste Pollock. who is now in 
lrance, her brether, Ernest, who is in New 
Orleans, and another brother, Paul, who is 
in Crystal City. 

The news that Pauline Feste had 
found dead, under circumstances indicat- 
ing suicide, was a shock to the former resi- 
dents of Crystal City, new in St.
